The bill to extend the bonded period 
for distilled spirits has been Indefinitely 
postponed by the Senate, which is equiva- 
lent to a defeat. 



New Jer&BY has a rather peculiar way 
of diposing of strikers. A law was patted 
by the republican legislature at the in- 
stance of the wealthy protection barons 
which made an organized strike conspiracy 
within the meaning of the law, and pan* 
Ithablt by heavy penalty. The laboring 
men would not submit to this, and with 
the fear that the republican party would 
lose the vote of the laboring classes the 
conspiracy law was repealed and the strik- 
ers supposed that they had immunity 
from arrest, but they have been BOOie- 
what surprised by the recent action of a 
court in Jersey City. The O'Donnell 
Brothers carry on the copperage business 
in Jersey City, and not long since their 
employe! inngurated a strike. The firm 
undertook to supply the places of the 
striking workmen, and the latter resorted 
to measures to keep the establishment 
closed until their demands were acceded 
to. Two of the strikers respectively named 
Wilkins and Gilmartin, joined with others 
in intimidating the new workmen, and were 
arrested on a charge of conspiracy. In 
patting upon the the cast the presiding 
magistrate, Justice Stilsing, held that me- 
chanics and others have a right to agree 
only to work at prices fixed among them- 
Silves, but they no right to prevent or in- 
terfere with or Intimidate others who may 
s?e fit to work for other wages, and thus 
injure trade and commerce. Notwithstand- 
ing the repeal of the statute which made 
the banding together of workmen to com- 
pel employers to advance wages conspir- 
acy, the court held that the common law 
offense of conspiracy was not affected by 
the repeal, and that certain acts which 
could properly be construed into conspir- 
acy were indictable offenses. The court 
said: "A conspiracy is an agreement or 
confederation of two or more persons to 
do an unlawful act or to accomplish an 
object by an unlawful means. The actual 
fact of conspiracy may be inferred from 
circumstances. Any joint action on a 
material point, or collocution of independ- 
ent but co-operative acts by persons clear- 
ly associated with each other, is held to be 
sufficient. At common law the offense is 
complete by the mere association of two 
or more persons to break the law. Enter- 
taining these views, and finding the testi- 
mony ample, the magistrate held the 
prisoners to await the action of the grand 
jury, and fixed their bail at $500 each.

The western pas-enger rate war has been 
amicably settled. 

Mark Tesmer was run over and killed 
by cars at Hanibal, Mo. 

Sandusky, O., had a $15,000 incendiary 
fire; insurance, t-5.000. 

Mrs. Eliza Lewis was killed by falling 
down a staircase at Midway, Ky. 

Fifty of tho:-e Chinese students are to be 
sent back to their classes in this country. 

A little son of Win. Johnson, at Hick- 
man, Ky., was thrown trom a horse and 
killed. 

A case of hydrophobia, it is alleged, has 
been developed in New Jersey by the use 
of tobacco. 

Bismarck, on Tuesday, said in the Reich- 
stag: "The French did not abandon hope 
of getting back Alsace and Lorraine." 

The bill extending indefinitely the dis- 
tilled spirits bond period was defeated in 
the senate Thursday by a vote thirty-two 
to twenty. 

Mrs. Martha McCollum's barn, near 
Newtonsville, ()., was struck by lightning 
and completely destroyed. Loss, $1,500;' 
insurance, SI, 000. 

The twelve-year-old son of Win. John- 
son, of Hickman county, was dragged to 
death by a mule he had been riding and 
ja tight in a trace chain. 

At Keokuk, Iowa, the four Brooksfield 
bank robbers pleaded guilt} and each was 
sentenced to twenty-five years imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. 

At Thursday's session at Indianapolis 
of the American Institute of Homeopathy, 
Niagara Falls was selected as the place of 
holding the next meeting. 

An accident on the Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago Railroad Thursday night 
resulted in the death of two persons and 
the injury of fifteen others. 

At Jackson, Mich., a saloon keeper shot 
a policeman, then his (the saloonkeeper's) 
wife, and then himself. The policeman* 
may recover, but his eyes have been put 
out. 

Signor Earrias' mission is said to be the 
annexation of Central America to the 
United States, and finally the annexation 
of Mexico. This is the rumor in Wash- 
ington. 

President Barnard, of Columbia College, 
thinks that, the duty of every man of col- 
lege education is to do what he can to 
meet the dissatisfaction of the laboring 
classes. 

Father Houck, private secretary to 
Bishop Gilmour, was ejected from the 
Cleveland Leader office, and swore out a 
warrant for elder Crowles' arrest for assault : 
and battery. 

Tht Waverly Coal Company, of Alle- : 
ghany county" Pa., have brought suit 1 
against the National Labor Tribune and 
the Grand Secretary of the Trades Asso- 
ciation, charging them with conspiracy. 

C. C. Kent, of Milburg, Mich., a promi- 
nent i oUtlcian. was shot by his son, C. A. 
Kent, and will probably die. The quar- 
rel resulted from his son's recent marriage, 
which was displeasing to the father. 

At Red wing. Minn., Thursday evening, 
while John Nelson, a prominent drv goods 
merchant-, and his wife, son and Miss 
Bradley, of Springfield, 0., were boating, 
they came in contact with the cable of "a 
ferry boat, capsized, aud both ladies were 
drowned. Mrs. Nelson's body was recov- 
ered. 

The Kentucky court of appeals affirmed 
the decision of the (rarrard circuit court 
in the case of William Austin, under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of his aunt, 
Miss Betsy Bland, in Garrard county hist 
January. Miss Bland was eighty years 
old, and lived gjione; and though the evi- 
dence against Austin was purely circum- 
stantial it was very sti<»ng, and it was es- 
tablished beyond a doubt that he was the 
brutal murderer. The crime was com- 
mitted with an ax, and blood stains were 
found on Austin s clothes and shoes, and 
he was also seen going to Miss Bland's 
House twenty minutes before she was 
found butchered. The principal ground 
on which Austin's counsel expected a re- 
versal of the decision of the lower court 
was that the circuit judge orally instruct- 
ed the jury after the argument by coun- 
sel aud after the case had been given to 
the jury; that that the verdict was obtain- 
ed by lot, and that a majority of the jury 
fixed the punishment — five being fn favor 
of life imprisonment,. As the time for 
Austin's execution has passed, Governor 
Blackburn will have to fix another day.

Inherited deformities. 

In an article in Nature on M Inheri- 
tance " Mr. Darwin cites a curious case 
where even physical injuries in a parent 
were transmitted to the children for two 
generatious. Mr. Darwin says : 

" Mr. Bishop has given me a case of 
inheritance of a peculiarity which arose, 
as it appears, from an injury, accom- 
panied by a diseased state oi the part. 
This latter fact seems to be an impor- 
tant element in all such cases. A gent e- 
man, when a boy, had the skin of both 
thumbs badly cracked from exposure to 
cold, combined with some skin disease. 
His thumbs swelled greatly, and re- 
mained iu this state for a* long time. 
When they healed \h>y were misshapen, 
and the nails ever afterward were sin- 
gularly narrow, short, and thick. This 
gentleman had four children, of whom 
the eldest, Sarah, had both her thumbs 
and nails like her father's; the third 
child, also a daughter, had one thumb 
similarly deformed. The two other 
children, a boy aud a girl, were normal. 
The daughter, Sarah, had four children, 
of whom the eldest and third, both 
daughters, had tbeir two thumbs de- 
formed ; the other two children, a boy 
and a girl, were normal. The great- 
grandchildren of this gentleman were all 
normal. Mr. Bishop believes that the 
old gentleman was correct in attributing 
the state of his thumbs to cold, aided by 
skin disease, as he positively asserted 
that his thumbs were not originally mis- 
shapen, and there was no record of any 
previously inherited tendency of the 
kind in bis family. He had six brothers 
and sisters, who lived to have families, 
and some of them very large families, 
and in none was there any trace of de- 
formity in their thumbs."
